Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on August 29, 2005 has been entered. Claims 1 1-20 
and 22-24 are withdrawn from consideration as drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-10. 21 and 25-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ginter et al., US 6,948.070. 

Ginter discloses a system comprising a data storage device, e.g. 620, 
652, a user network, e.g. 687. a third party network, e.g. 600, 730, and multiple 
end users, e.g. 3310, for ordering products, e.g. 3364. Ginter does not disclose 
the term sub-end user nor updating job status. To have labeled one of the 
multiple users as a sub-end user and have a job status update as one of the 
products would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as both have 
been common knowledge in the art. The motivation for having provided such 
would have been using common known entities with the data delivery system of 
Ginter. Applicant's REMARKS have been reviewed, but are moot in light of the 
new grounds of rejection.
